Larger quarters are being sought 
for the Biglerville post office, now 
located in the C. 8. Swope property, 
near center square, on South Main 
street. 
That announcement was made to­ 
day by Postmaster Orie A. Nary, who 
said that bids will tx* asked for quar­ 
ters that will offer about 800 square 
feet of floor space as compared with 
the 475 square feet that are avail­ 
able at the present quarters. 
The rapid expansion of business at 
the Biglerville office is largely re­ 
sponsible for the need for more 
space. During the last six years, re­ 
ceipts at the office have increased 
from about $5,000 to over $9,100.

The property on which the pres­ 
ent site of the post office is located 
is owned by C. 8 Swope, Stelnwehr 
avenue, Gettysburg , The property 
has been rented from Swope by Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry U. Walter and sub­ 
let to the post office department 
Walter is a former postmaster at 
Biglerville. 
Mrs. Walter died re­ 
cently. 
The post office department has 
decided to seek a leas** directly with 
the owner of whatever property may 
prove to be the site of the office. 
Nary explained that the adver­ 
tisement for bids does not neces­ 
sarily mean that a change In loca­ 
tion of the post office is contem­ 
plated. as the present structure will 
permit enlargements that would ac­ 
commodate the postal business. 
The only stipulation on the loca­ 
tion of the post office Is that It be 
within the borough limits of Big­ 
lerville.
